Captain  F.  Bald.  HT.  (A.  Dickson  &  Sons, 
1919.)  Velvety  black,  with  scarlet-crimson 
sheen;  very  fragrant.  Vigorous. 

Captain  F.  S.  Harvey-Cant.  (Frank  Cant  &  Co., 
1923.)  Rich  salmon  pink,  faintly  veined  with 
scarlet,  and  suffused  with  yellow,  very  large 
with  a  high  pointed  center,  carried  on  erect 
stems,  vigorous  and  hardy.

Large  flowers  of  soft  orange  pink,  borne  in 
artistic  bouquets  on  a  sturdy  plant. 

Evelyn  Murland.  HT.  (Alex  Dickson  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  1923.)  Outside  of  petals  pink  and  coral 
red,  suffused  with  orange;  inside  petals 
salmon-pink  veined  with  deep  yellow,  large 
size,  full,  well  formed;  tea  scented.  Growth 
vigorous,  erect,  free,  with  dark  green  glossy 
foliage. 

Evening  Star.  Per  (Morse,  1920.)  Golden  yel¬ 
low,  shaded  apricot.  A  sport  of  Mme.  Edouard 
Herriot. 

Francisco  Corbera.  Per.  (Simon  Dot,  1924.) 
Large  flower,  double,  fine  shape  salmon- 
rose  and  yellow. 

Geisha.  HT.  (G.  A.  Van  Rossem,  1920.) 
Orange-yellow  buds,  stained  with  garnet,  op¬ 
ening  to  semi-double,  orange  blooms  which 
become  golden  yellow  with  age. 

Georges  Ciemenceau.  HT.  (Leveque,  1919.) 
Per.  Bright  orange,  shaded  carmine — splendid 
color.  Vigorous,  free  bloomer.  Is  a  progeny 
of  Mme.  Edouard  Herriot.

Velvety  red  shaded  dark  crimson.  Bud  long 
pointed.  Flower  very  large,  full,  high-cen¬ 
tered  and  lasting.

Very 
hardy;  free  in  habit.  Semi-double.
